He was per- 
haps the only English judge who ever 
did "hard labor." While on a visit' to a 
prison he tried the treadmill, but when 
he asked to be set free the guard pre- 
tended not to hear his request. The 
judge was perspiring freely by the 
time he was permitted to abandon his 
experiment.

When Samuel called Jesse and bia 


sons to meet him, and David also was 
sent for, Saaiuel anointed David king 
that day, but long years intervened be- 
fore David came to the throne, during 
which Saul continued as king and per- 
secuted 
David 
continually, 
seeking 


again and again to take his life. To- 
day's lesson, however, tells of his be- 
coming king first over^Judab. for seven 
years and six months &nd then over all 
Israel for thirty-three years (11, 11; 
v, 5). God's time had come, and in 
His own way His purpose concerning 
David was accomplished, and David 
refrained from lifting his hand in any 
way to be rid of his persecutor, leav- 
ing him wholly to God, saying, "The 
Lord shall smite him, or his day shall 
come- to die, or he shall descend into 
battle and perish" (I Sam. xxvi, 10). 
The Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord's 
anointed, has long waited patiently 
for the time when He shall reign over 
all Israel and over all nations in 
righteousness, but the great adversary, 
the devil, is still permitted to continue 
as the prince and god of this 'world 
(John xiv, 30; II Cor. iv, 4). But as 
truly as David in the fullness of God's 
time came to the throne appointed for 
him, so, though nations rage and peo- 
ple Imagine vain things, God shall yet 
set His king upon His holy hill of 
Zion, and the time shall come, fore- 
seen by Daniel, when the saints of the 
Most High shall take the kingdom and 
possess the kingdom forever, even for- 
ever and ever (Ps. ii; Dan. vii, 18. 22). 
See also Isa. ix, 6, 7; xxxil. 1, 2. 17; 
Jer. .-jxxiii, 5, 6; Ezek. xxxvii. 21-25; 
Luke I, 30-33; Rev. xi. 15; xx, 1-6). 


WJioever does not think it worth 


•while to look up these and many other 
similar sayings does not deserve to 
know the purpose of God, for they evi- 
dently have no desire to know. 
The 


kingdom could not be David's while 
Saul had control, and the kingdom 
cannot be the Lord's while the devil is 
the prince of this world, but when he 
shall be cast into the bottomless pit for 
a thousand years then shall be the be- 
ginning of the kingdom, and when he 
shall be cast into the lake of fire for- 
ever then shall be the kingdom in its 
fullness. 
Let us not cast away our 


confidence which hath ^ great recom- 
pense* of reward, but, having patience 
as David had, remember that "yet a 
little while and He that shall come 
will come and will not tarry" (Heb. 
x, 35-37). 
While He tarries and we 


run. on with patience let us, as David 
did, make It our habit to inquire of 
the Lord about everything: "Shall I go 
up?" "Whither shall I go up?" (verse 
1). At least seven times it is written 
that David acted thus (I Sam. xxiii, 
2, 4, 10; xxx, 8; II Sam. II, 1; v, 19, 23). 


How full of helpful thoughts is the 


name Hebron! There Abraham lived 
in fellowship with God while Lot 
dwelt in Sodom, and from thence he 
and his servants set forth to rescue 
Lot 
There he bought the cave of 


Machphelah to bury Sarah In, and 
there lies burled his own body, with 
those of Isaac and Rebecca, Jacob and 
Leah, awaiting the resurrection, of the 
just There Caleb, at the age of eighty- 
five, conquered the giants, and it be- 
came his inheritance and afterward a 
city of refuge. Now David is anoint- 
ed there the second time, and it be- 
comes the place of his throne for sev- 
en years and a half. 
There also he 


was anointed the third time and be- 
came king over all Israel (chapter v). 


David's kind words to the men of 


Jabesh-Gllead because of their kind- 
ness to the bodies of Saul and his sons 
remind us of many similar words, sucii 
as II Chron. xv, 7; Ruth ii, 12. and 
also of the rewards in the coining 
kingdom, when not even a cup of water 
given in His name shall lose its re- 
ward (Matt x, 42). 
Consider Luke 


xiv, 14; II John 8; Rev. xxii, 12, and all 
the texts which refer to the crowns as 
rewards 
for service. 
Salvation is 


wholly of grace, through the finished 
work of Christ, without any works of 
ours whatever, but our towards in the 
kingdom will depend upon our works 
as His redeemed ones. 
After David 


was anointed king of Judah a son of 
Saul continued for a few years to reign 
over the other tribes, and there was 
Ions war between the houses of Saul 
and David, but the 
former waxed 


weaker 
and 
weaker, 
white 
David 


waxed stronger until, as in chapter v, 
David became king over the whole 
.nation, and then we lead that David 
went on and grew great, and the Lord 
God of Hosts was with him (verses 
10, 12). He was just thirty years old 
when anointed king over Judah at 
Hebron, and he reigned forty years 
(verse 4). 


It Is Interesting to note that Saul 


and David and Solomon each reigned 
forty years. 
Some day we may see 


something of great significance In it 
for tliere Is nothing in the Scriptures 
that has not Its own peculiar stgnifi 
ennce in reference to the kingdom 
Our lesson chapter tells us that soon 
after David was anointed king over 
all Israel he took Jerusalem from the 
jebusites and that city became the 
capital of his kingdom. The throne is 
Called "the throne of the Lord," and 
In the coming kingdom Jerusalem 
shall be called the throne of tho Lord 
'(I Chron. xxix, 28; Jer. Ill, 17). No 
other city or throne on earth was 
so designated.

NEGROES FOR BRYAN 


League Headquarters 
Opened, and 


Vigorous Campaign Planned. 


The Negro Bryan League, of which 
Rev. H. A. Armstrong is president, 
has opened headquarters at No. 305 
South Juniper Street, Philadelphia, 
and plans are now being formulated 
for a vigorous campaign among the 
negroes of the city in the interest of 
the Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent. President Armstrong signaliz- 
ed the opening of the campaign 
headquarters by issuing a statement 
explaining 
the 
purposes 
of 
the 


League and appealing to the negro 
voters of the city for financial aid. 
The statement is prefaced by the 


declaration that no one at present 
connected with the movement has 
ever betore either worked or voted 
for the Democratic party. Continu- 
ing, the statement declares: 
"We 
are keenly alive to the fact that cer- 
tain grave and far-reaching wrongs 
have 
been 
done 
our race, and 
through us the entire country, by the 
potent agencies of the Republican 
party, which wrongs have sorely ag- 
gravated relations between the races 
and subverted and distorted the dem- 
ocratic ideals 
toward which this 
country is painfully groping, and it 
is for no other purpose than to cor- 
rect these wrongs, by repudiating the 
leaders by whom they have been in-- 
flicted, that we are opposed to the 
Republican party or any man con- 
nected therewith because of any act 
or policy with reference to the col- 
ored race. 
"In a speech in defense of negro 
disfranchisement on his tour of the 
South some time ago Judge Taft de- 
clared that negroes are 'a class of 
persons so ignorant and so subject 
to oppression and misleading that 
they are merely political children, 
not having the mental stature of 
manhood,' and that 'their voice in the 
government, even when not suppress- 
ed, secures them no benefit.' 
"The entire bent of Republican 


leaders toward negroes during the 
past decade has been to deal with 
them as the 'political children' which 
Judge Taft so aptly terms them, com- 
pletely ignoring their most rudi- 
mentary rights, and interests, setting 
their stamp of approval upon every 
oppressive and repressive measure 
enacted against them by the South, 
largely because of the negro's blind 
opposition to the sentiment and in- 
terests of the people of that section, 
upon whose good favor his very ex- 
istence depended; making no scru- 
ples to completely eradicate them 
from the political equation when 
party success would seem to demand 
it, and thinking at each successive 
election to whip the negro into line 
by reciting moss-grown tales of an- 
cient deeds of Republican friendship, 
and making hypocritical promises 
relative to conditions at the South, 
which promises they have no thought 
or intention of considering after elec- 
tion. 


"But not the least 'of our motives 
in acting independently in this crisis 
is concern for the good name of the 
100,000 negroes in Philadelphia, af- 
fecting, as they do, because of their 
vast numbers, the moral and politi- 
cal conditions of this city and furn- 
ishing a criterion as to the negro's 
character in a manner which is per- 
haps true of no other community." 


SHEPARD OUT FOR BRYAN 


Declares Taft's "Very Virtues Would 


Promote Dangerous Program." 
In a statement given out recently 


Edward M. Shepard of New York an- 
nounced his intention to support W. 
J. Bryan for the Presidency, and 
while paying high tribute to the char- 
acter of Mr. Taft, he told why he can- 
not support him. Mr. Shepard in his 
statement said, in part: 
"I shall support Mr. Bryan. The 


issues being at last fully made up, 1 
am unable to see that Americans 
who cherish the traditional and be- 
neficent De nocracy which was sig- 
nally represented by Mr. Cleveland, 
can lightly do otherwise than sup- 
poi t Mr Bryan. 
It Mr Taft's sol- 


emn statement of his program be sin- 
cere and intelligent, then his very 
gifts and virtues would, in the White 
House, be used to promote a pro- 
gram, the chief items of which every 
Democrat and every other good citi- 
zen ought to deem dangerous to the 
future welfare of our country. 


"The first of these is the protective 


tariff, with its corrupting preferences 
and socialistic character, and its in- 
evitable and enormous results in mo- 
nopoly and governmental extrava- 
gance and iniquity. The second pol- 
icy which Mr. Taft avows with honor- 
able frankness is called the "imper- 
ialistic" program, which means the 
pervision of the American Govern- 
ment from its true and traditional 
idea of Democratic and equal rights." 
The third point made by Mr. Shep- 


ard is the perpetuation of "my poli- 
cies," and he believes Taft too sin- 
cere to go back on ante-election 
promises.

FRUIT GROWERS' CONVENTION 


A New Comet 


Dispatches from the Harvard Ob- 


servatory to Prof. Apple of the Dan- 
iel Scholl Observatory, 
Lancaster, 
state that Morehouse of Yerkes has 
recently discovered a comet in the 
northern sky. 
The time since first 
see is too short to predict its orbit 
very accurately, but judging from its 
present motion it will pass the point 
nearest the sun about January 5, 
1909. Its distance from the sun then 
will be somewhat greater 'than the 
earth's. It is as yet invisible to the 
naked eye, but is growing brighter. 
It may not become conspicuous at 
all,—it may prove a bright one, no 
one can tell as yet. Though already 
it has caused not a little stir among 
the astronomers all the way from 
Greenwich to Lick. The comet's po- 
sition September 2, at midnight, was 
right ascension 3 hrs., 22 min., and 
declination 66 deg., 52 min. north; 
on the morning of September 5 at 2 
o'clock it was in right ascension 3 
hrs., 14.5 min.; and declination 68 
deg., 4 min.

All 
stains are easily re- 
moved because it 
can be boiled with 
the other white gar- 
ments. Unbleached 
muslin is also a 
serviceable m a t e- 
rial and is especial- 
ly easy to launder. 


Mohair is a favor- 


ed goods, as*it will 
stand any amount 
of hard usage with- 
out looking mussy 
or becoming creas- 
ed. If a pretty dark 
color is chosen, it 
will not soil easily. 
Seersucker requires 
no ironing, and for 


this reason many will favor its choice. This apron is arranged with straps^ 
that may tie in the back or be brought around to the front.

The Prince 


oi Peace. 


Famous Lecture Delivered 
by William Jennings Bryan 
'at Numerous Chautauquas 
and Y. M. C. A.'s, and at 
Tokyo,- Manila., Bombay, 
•Cairo, Jerusalem. 


I offer no apology for speaking upon 


a religious theme, for it is the most 
universal of all themes. If I addressed 
you upon.the subject of law I. might 
interest the lawyers. If I discussed 
the science of medicine I might inter- 
est the physicians. In like manner 
merchants might be interested in a 
talk on commerce and farmers in a 
discussion of agriculture. But none of 
these subjects appeals to all. Even the 
science of government, though broader 
than any profession or occupation, 
does not embrace the whole sum of 
life, and those who think upon it differ 
so among themselves that I could not' 
speak upon the subject so as to please 
a part without offending others. While 
to me the science of government is in- 
tensely absorbing, I recognize that the 
most important things in life lie out- 
side of the realm of government and 
that more depends upon'What the in- 
dividual does for himself than upon 
what^the government does or can do 
for him. Men can be miserable under 
the best government, and they can "be 
happy under the worst government. 


Government affects but a part of the 


life which _we live here and does not 
touch at all the life beyond, while reli- 
gion touches the infinite circle of ex- 
istence as well as-the small arc of that 
circle which we,spend on earth. No 
greater theme, therefore, can engage 
our attention. 


Man is a religious being. The heart 


instinctively seeks "for a. God. Man is 
essentially devout.-. 


There are honest doubters whose 


sincerity we recognize and respect, but 


. occasionally I find young men who 


think it smart to be skeptical.. They 


- talk as if it were an evidence of larger 


intelligence to scoff at creeds and re- 
fuse 
to connect themselves 
with 


churches. They call themselves "lib- 
eral," as if a Christian were narrow 
minded. To these young men I desire 
to address myself. 


R~e:li.g-i-on th* Basis of Morality. 


Even some older people profess to 


regard religion as a superstition, par- 
donable in the ignorant, but unworthy 
.of the educated, a mental state which 
one can and should outgrow. Those 
Who hold this view look down with 
mild—contempt upon such as-give ..to 
religion a definite 
place in their 


thoughts and lives. They assume an 
intellectual superiority and often take 
little pains to conceal the assumption. 


Religion has been defined as the re- 


lation which man fixes between him- 
self and his God and morality as the 
outward manifestation of this relation. 
Every one by the time he reaches ma- 
turity has fixed some relation between 
himself and God, and no material 
change in this relation can take place 
without a revolution in the man, for 
this relation is the most potent influ- 
ence that acts upon a human life. 


Religion is the basis of morality lu 


the individual and in the group of in- 
dividuals. Materialists have attempted 
to build up a system of morality upon 
the basis of enlightened self interest. 
They would have man figure out by 
mathematics that it pays him to ab- 
stain from wrongdoing; they would 
even inject an element of selfishness 
into altruism. But the moral system 
elaborated by the materialists has sev- 
eral defects. First, its virtues are bor- 
rowed from moral systems based upon 
religion. Second, as it rests upon argu- 
ment rather than, upon authority it 
does not appeal to the young, and by 
the time the young are able to follow 
their reason they have already become 
set in their ways. Our laws do not 
permit a young man to dispose of real 
estate until he is twenty-one. 
Why 


this restraint? Because his reason is 
not mature. And yet a man's life is 
largely molded by the environment 
of his youth. Third, one never knows 
just how much of his decision is due 
to reason and how much is due to 
passion or to selfish interest. Wo rec- 
ognize the bias of self interest when 


. we exclude from the jury every man, 


no matter how reasonable or upright 
he may be, who has a pecuniary inter- 
est in the result of the trial. And, 
foiyrth, one whose mortality is based 
upo'n a nice calculation of benefits to 
be secured spends time figuring that 
he should spend in action. 


Morality is the power of endurance 


in man, and a religion which teaches 


0 personal responsibility to God gives 


strength to morality. There is a pow- 
erful restraining influence in the be- 
lief that an all seeing eye scrutinizes 
every thought and word and act of the 
individual. 


There are difficulties to be encoun- 


tered in religion, but there are diffi- 
culties to be encountered everywhere. 
I passed through a period of skep- 
ticism when I was in college, and I 
have been glad ever since that I be- 
came a member of the church before 
I left home for college, for it helped 
me during those trying days. 
The 


college days 
cover 
the 
dangerous 


period in the young man's life. It is 
when he is just come into possession 
of his powers, when he feels stronger 
than he ever feels afterward aad 
thinks he knows rnore than he aver 
floes know. 


It was at this period that I was con 


fused by tb* different theories of crea 
tion. But I examined these theorie 
and found that they all assumed some- 
thing to begin with. The nebular by 
pothesis, for instance, assumes tha 
matter and force existed, matter in 
particles infinitely fine and each pai 
tide separated from every other par 
tide by space Infinitely great Begin 
ning with this assumption, force work 
ing oa matter, according to • this by 
pothesis, creates a universe. Well, 
have a right to assume and I prefe 
to assume a Designer back of the de 
sign, a Creator back df creation, and 
no matter how long you draw out th 
process of creation, so long as Goc 
stands back pf it you cannot shake 
my faith in Jehovah. In Genesis it i 
written that in the beginning Go< 
created the heavens and the earth, am 
I can stand'on-that proposition until . 
find some theory of creation that goe; 
furth'er back than "the beginning." 


I do not carry the doctrine of evo 


lution as far as some do. I have no 
yet been able to convince myself tha 
man is a lineal descendant of the low 
er animals. I do not mean to find faul 
with you if you want to accept it. A! 
I mean to say is that, while you maj 
trace your ancestry back to the rnou 
key if you find pleasure or pride in do 
ing so, you shall not connect me witl 
your family tree without more evi 
dence than has yet been produced. I 
is true that man in some physica 
qualities resembles the beast, but man 
has a mind as well as a body and : 
soul as well as a mind. The mind is 
greater than the'body, and the soul if 
greater than the mind, and I object tc 
having man's pedigree traced on one 
third of him only, and that the lowes 
third. 


One does not escape from mystery 


however, by accepting this theory, fo 
it does not explain the origin of life 
When the follower of Darwin 
traced the germ of life back to the 
lowest form in which it appears, anc, 
to follow him one must exercise mor< 
faith than religion calls for, he find 
that scientists differ. 
Some believ 


that the first germ of life came from 
another planet, and others hold that i 
was the result'.of spontaneous genera 
tion. 
' 


If I were compelled to accept one o 


these theories, I would-prefer the-first 
for if we can chase the germ o£ lif< 
off this planet and get it out into spad 
we can guess the rest of the way am 
no one can .contradict us, but If we ac 
cept the doctrine of spontaneous gen 
eration we cannot explain why sponta 
"iJeous generation ceased to act afte: 
the first germ was created. 


Go back as far as we may, we' can 


not escape from the creative act, anc 
it is just as easy for me to believe tha 
God created man as he is as to believe 
that millions of years ago he created 
a germ of life and endowed it with 
power to develop into all that we $o< 
today. But I object to the Darwinian 
theory until more conclusive proof i. 
produced, because I fear we shall losi 
the consciousness of God's presence ii 
our daily life if we must assume tha 
through all the ages no spiritual force 
has touched the life of man or shaped 
the destiny of nations. But there is 
another objection. The Darwinian the 
ory represents man as reaching ins 
present perfection by the operation of 
the law of hate—the .merciless law by 
which the strong crowd out and kill 
off the weak. If this is the law of 
development, then, if there is any logic 
that can bind the human mind, we 
shall turn backward toward the beast 
in proportion as we substitute the 
of love. How can hatred be the law oi 
development when nations have ad- 
vanced in proportion as they have de- 
parted from that'law and adopted the 
law of love? 


But while I do not accept the Dar 


winian theory I shall not quarrel with 
you about it. I refer to it only to re- 
mind you that it does not solve the 
mystery of life or explain human prog- 
ress. I fear that some have accepted 
it in the hope of escaping from the 
miracle, but why should the miracle 
frighten us? It bothered me once, aiif] 
I am inclined to think that it is one of 
the test questions with the Christian. 
Why Shouldn't Miracles Be Performed? 


Christ cannot be separated from the 


miraculous. 
His birth, his ministra- 


tions and his resurrection all involve 
the miraculous, and the change which 
his religion works in the human heart 
is a continuing miracle. Eliminate the 
miracles and Christ becomes merely n 
human being and his gospel is stripped 
of divine authority. 


The miracle raises two questions, 


"Can God perform a miracle?" and 
"Would he want to?" The first is easy 
to answer. A God who can make a 
world can do anything lie wants to do 
with it. The power to perform mira- 
cles is necessarily implied in the pow- 
er to create. But would God want to 
perform a miracle? This is the ques- 
tion which has given most of the trou- 
ble. The more I have considered it 
the less inclined I am to answer in the 
negative. To say that God would not 
perform a miracle is to assume a more 
intimate knowledge of God's plans and 
purposes than I can claim to have, I 
will not deny that God does perform 
a miracle or may perform one merely 
because I do not know how or why ho 
does it. The fact that wo arc constant- 
ly learning of the existence of new 
forces suggests the possibility that 
God may operate through forces yet 
unknown to us, and the mysteries 
with which wo deal every day warn 
me that faith is as necessary as sight. 
Who would have credited a century 
ago the stories that are now told of 
the wonder working electricity? For 
ages man had known the lightning, 
tut only to fear it. >Tow this invisible 
current is generated by a man made 
machine, imprisoned in a man made 
wire and made to do the bidding of 
man. The miracle is net more myste- 
rious than many of the things with 


which, 'man now ieals. It is simply 
different. 


It is <sometimes said that God could 


not suspend one of his laws' withou 
stopping the universe, but do we no 
suspend or overcome the law of grav 
itation every day? Every time we 
move a foot or lift a weight we tern 
porarily interfere with the operation 
of the most universal of natural laws 
and yet the world is not disturbed. 


Science has taught us so manj 


thiugs that we are tempted to con 
elude that we know everything, bu 
there is really a great unknown which 
is still unexplored, and that which we 
have learned ought to increase oui 
reverence rather than our egotism 
Science has disclosed some of the ma 
chinery of the universe, but science 
has not yet revealed to jus the grea 
secret—the secret of life. It is to bt 
found in every blade of grass, in every 
insect, in every bird and hi every arii 
mal, as well as in man. Six thousand 
years of recorded nistory, and yet we 
know no more about the secret of life 
than they knew in the beginning. We 
live, we plan, we have our hopes, our 
fears, and yet in a moment a change 
may come over any one of us, and this 
body will become a mass of lifeless 
clay. What is it that, having, we live 
and, having not, we are as the clod? 
We know not, and yet the progress of 
the race and the civilization which 
we now behold are the work of men 
and women who have not solved the 
mystery of their own lives. 


And our food—must we understand 


it before we eat it? If we refused to 
eat anything until we could under- 
stand the mystery of its growth, we 
would die of starvation. But mystery 
does not bother us in the dining room 
Only in the church is it an obstacle. 


I was eating a piece of watermelon 


some months ago and was struck with 
its beauty. 
I took some of • the seed 


and dried them and weighed them and 
found that it would require some five 
thousand seed to weigh a pound. And 
then I applied mathematics to that 
forty pound melon. 
One of these 


seeds put into the feround when warmed 
by the sun and moistened by the rail 
goes to work. It gathers from some 
where two hundred thousand tunes its 
own weight and, forcing this raw ma- 
terial through a tiny stem, constructs 
a. watermelon. 
It covers the outside 


with a coating of green, inside of the 
green- it puts a layer of, white, and 
within the white a core of red, and al 
through the red it scatters seeds, each 
one capable of continuing the work 01 
reproduction. 
Where did that little 


seed get its tremendous power? Where 
did it find its coloring matter? How 
did it <"-""ect its flavoring extract' 
How did it build a watermelon? 
Un 


til you can explain a watermelon do 
not be too sure that you can set limits 
to the power of the Almighty or say just 
what he would do or how he would do 
it I cannot explain the watermelon 
but I eat It and enjoy it. 


Power That Is Infinite and Divine. 
Everything that grows tells a like 


story of infinite power. Why should I 
deny that a divine hand fed a multt 
tude with ay few loaves and fishes 
when I see hundreds of millions fee 
every year by a hand which converts 
the seeds scattered over the field into 
an abundant harvest? We know that 
food can be multiplied in a few 
months' time. Shall we deny the pow- 
er of the Creator to eliminate the ele- 
ment of time when we have gone so 
far in eliminating 
the element of 


space? 


But there Is something even more 


wonderful still, the mysterious change 
that takes place in the human heart 
when the man begins to hate the 
things he loved and to love the things 
he hated, the marvelous transformation 
that takes place in the man who be- 
fore the change would have sacrificed 
the world for his own advancement, 
but who after the change would give 
his life for a principle and esteem it a 
privilege to make sacrifice for his con- 
victions. What greater miracle than 
this that converts a selfish, self cen- 
tered human being" into a center from 
which good influences flow out in 
every direction! And yet this miracle 
has been wrought in the heart of each 
one of us, or may be wrought, and we 
have seen it wrought in the hearts of 
those about us. No; living in the midst 
of mystery and miracles, I shall not 
allow either to deprive me of the bene- 
fits of the Christian religion. 


Some of those who question the mir- 


acle also question the theory of atone- 
ment. They assert that it does not ac- 
cord with their idea of justice for one 
to die for others. Let each one bear 
his own sins and the punishments due 
for them, they say. 
The doctrine of 


vicarious suffering is not a new one. 
It is as old as the race. That one 
should suffer for others is one of the 
most familiar of principles, and we sec 
the principle illustrated every day of 
our lives. 


I find proof that man was made in 


the image of his Creator in the fact 
"hat throughout the centuries man has 
been willing to die that blessings de- 
nied to him might be enjoyed by his 
children, his children's children and the 
world. 


The seeming paradox, "lie that sav- 


eth his life shall lose it, and he that 
oseth his life for my sake shall find 
.t," has an application wider than that 
usually given to it. It is an epitome of 
history. Those who live only for them- 
selves live little lives, but those who 
ive themselves for the advancement 


of things greater than themselves find 
a larger life than the one surrendered. 


Instead of being an unnatural plan, 


the plan of salvation is in perfect har- 
mony with human nature as we under- 
stand it. Sacrifice Is the language of 
ovc, and Christ in suffering for the 
world adopted the only means of 
reaching the heart, and this can be 
demonstrated not only by theory, but 
>y experience, for the story of his life, 
ils teachings, his sufferings and his 
flenth has been translated into every 


language, and everywhere It has touch- 
ed the heart 
• But if I werergoing'to-present an ar 
gument 5n favor of the divinity of 
Christ I would not begin with mini 
cles or mystery or tiieory of atone 
ment. I would begi* with the fact 
that Christ lived. Christ presents an 
example of purity in thought and life 
and man, conscious of his own imper- 
fections and grieved over his short- 
comings, finds inspiration in oue who 
was tempted in all points just as we 
are and yet was without sin. 


Christ as an Example of Humility. 
Humility is a rare virtue. If one is 


rich he is apt to be proud of his riches, 
If he has distinguished ancestry he is 
apt to be proud of his-lineage. If he is 
well educated he is apt to be proud of 
his learning. Some one has suggested 
that if one. becomes humble he soon 
becomes proud of his humility. Christ, 
however, possessed of all power, was 
the very personification of humility. 


The most difficult of all the virtues 


to cultivate is the forgiving spirit. Re- 
venge seems to be natural to the hu- 
man heart. To want to get even with 
an enemy is a common sin. It has 
even been popular to boast of vindic- 
tiveness. It was once inscribed on a 
monument to a hero that he had re- 
paid both friends and enemies more 
than he had received. 
This was not 


the spirit of Christ. 
He taught for- 


giveness, and in that incomparable 
prayer which he left as a model for 
our petitions he made our williugncs^ 
to forgive the measure by whi^b wi 
may claim forgiveness. 
He not only 


taught forgiveness, but he exemplifies 
his teachings in his life. When thoso 
who persecuted him brought him to 
the most disgraceful of all deaths hi 
spirit of forgiveness rose above his 
sufferings, and he prayed, "Father 
forgive them, for they know not what 
they do." .. 


What conclusion Is to be drawn from 


the life, the teachings and the death 
of this historic figure? Reared in a 
carpenter's shop, with no knowledge of 
literature save Bible literature, with n< 
acquaintance with philosophers living 
or with the writings of sages dead 
this young man gathered disciples 
about him, promulgated a higher code 
of morals than the world had ever 
known before and proclaimed himself 
the Messiah. He taught and perform- 
ed miracles for a few brief months 
and then was crucified. His disciple1 
were scattered and many of them put 
to death. 
His claims were disputed 


his resurrection denied and his follow 
ers persecuted, and yet from this be 
ginning Ms religion has spread until 
millions take his name with reverence 
upon their lips and thousands have- 
been willing to die rather than sur- 
render the faith which he put into 
their hearts. How shall we account 
for him? "What think ye of Christ?' 
It is easier to believe him divine than 
to explain in any other way what he 
said and did and was. 


I have selected this theme that I may 


present some of the reasons which leac 
me to believe that Christ has full;. 
earned the title the Prince of Peact 
and that in the years to come it wil 
be more and more applied to him 
Faith in him brings peace to the heart 
and his teachings when applied will 
bring peace between man and man 
And if he can bring peace to each 
heart and if his creed will bring peace 
throughout the earth who will deny 
his right to be called the Prince of 
Peace? 


All the world is In search of peace. 


Every heart that ever beat has sought 
for peace, and many have been the 
methods employed to secure it. Some 
have thought to purchase it with rich- 
es, and"* they have labored to secure 
wealth, hoping to find peace when they 
were able to go where they pleased 
and bTiy what they liked. Of those 
who have endeavored to purchase 
peace with money the large majority 
have failed to secure the money. Bui 
what has been the experience of those' 
who have been successful in accumu- 
lating money? They all tell the sar:u 
story—viz, that they spent the fir~t 
half of their lives trying to get monev 
from others and the last half tryin > 
to keep others from getting their mon 
ey and that they found peace in nei- 
ther half. 
Some have even rear-lie ' 


the point where they find difficulty in 
getting people to accept their mono* 
and I know of no better indication of 
the ethical awakening in this conntr' 
than the increasing tendency to scru- 
tinize the methods of money makino 
A long step in advance will have ber-i 
taken when religious, educational nr"! 
charitable institutions refuse to con- 
done immoral methods in business nn 1 
:eave the possessor of ill gotten trains 
to learn the loneliness of life when 
one prefers money to morals. 


Some have sought peace in social dis- 


tinction; but, whether they have been 
within, the charmed circle and fearful 
lest they might fall out or outside and 
hopeful that they might get in, tlu. 
have not found peace. 


Some have thought— vain though;! : > 


find peace in political prominence; I.;::. 
whether office comes by birth, as i i 
monarchies, or by election, as in 
i < - 


lublics, it does not bring peace. 
Ai, 


office is conspicuous only when few car 
occupy it. Only when few in a gcner.* 
tion can hope to enjoy an honor do wo 
call it a great honor. I am glad th" 
our Heavenly Father did not make th" 
icace of the human heart depend upo , 
:ho accumulation of wealth or upon t i i • 
securing of social or political (listin 
:ion, for in either case but few con!'' 
lave enjoyed it, but when he made 
peace the reward of a conscience vt,:,. 
of offense toward God and man he pi:' 
t within the reach oC all. The poor 
can secure it ns easily ns the rich. Un- 
social outcast as freely as the leader o; 
society and the humblest citizen cqual- 
y with those who wield 
polilk-ri 


power. 


Christ promoted peace by giving w\ 


assurance that a line of communication 


cau be established between the Father 
above aud the child below. And who 
will measure the consolation that has 
beou brought to troubled hearts by the 
Lour of prayer? 


Preof of Immortality. 


And immortality! Who \si'l estimate 


the peace which a belief iu a t'ut.ne 
life has brought to the sorrowing: V 
may talk to the youug about (.math fi 
ing all, for life is full, and hope- is 
strong, but preach not this doctrine to 
the mother who stands by the death- 
bed of her bube or to one who is within 
the shadow of a great affliction. 


Christ gave us proof of immortality, 


and yet it would hardly seem ueceb.sar.\ 
that one should rise from the Jwul t<> 
convince us that the grave is not tae 
end. To every created thing God lias 
given a tongue that proclaims a resur- 
rection. 


If the Father deigns to touch with di- 


vine power the cold and pulseless heart 
of the buried acorn 0.111} to make i: 
burst forth from its prison walls, will 
he leave neglected in the earth the soui 
of mau, made in the image of his Cre- 
ator? If he stoops to give to the ro-'c- 
bush whose withered blossoms f!o.,i 
upon the autumn breeze the sweet as- 
surance of another springtime, will lie- 
refuse the words of hope to the tons of 
men when the frosts of winter come? 
If matter mute and inanimate, thorgu 
changed by the forces of nature into a 
multitude of forms, can never die. will 
the spirit of man suffer annihilation 
when it has paid a brief visit like a 
royal guest to this tenement of clay? 
No; I am as sure that there is another 
life as I am that I lire today. 


In Cairo I secured a few grains of 


wheat that had slumbered for more 
than three thousand years in an Egyp- 
tian tomb. As I looked at them this 
thought came into my mind: If one of 
those grains had been planted on the 
banks of the Nile the year after ir 
grew and all its lineal descendants 
planted and replanted from that time 
until now, its progeny would today be 
sufficiently numerous to feed the teem- 
ing millions of the world. If this in- 
visible germ of life in the grain of 
wheat 
can thus 
pass 
unimpaired 


through three thousand resurrections. 
I shall not doubt that my soul ha-; 
power to clothe itself with a body 
suited to its new existence when this 
earthly frame has crumbled Into dust. 


A belief in immortality not only coo- 


soles the individual, but it exerts a 
powerful influence in bringing peace 
between individuals. 
If one really 


thinks that man dies as the brute dies, 
he may yield to the temptation to do 
injustice to his neighbor when the cir- 
cumstances are such as to promise se- 
curity from detection. But if one real- 
ly expects to meet again and live eter- 
nally with those whom he knows to- 
day he is restrained from evil deeds 
by the fear of endless remorse. 


Again, Christ deserves to be called 


the Prince of Peace because he ha« 
given us a measure of greatness which 
promotes peace. When his disciples 
disputed 
among themselves 
as to 


which 
should be greatest in the 


kingdom of heaven, he rebuked them 
and said, "Let him wbo would be 
chiefest among you be the servant of 
all." Service is the measure of great- 
ness. It always has been true. It i - 
true today and it always will be true 
that he is greatest who does tho most 
of good. And yet what a revolution it 
will work in this old world when this 
standard becomes the standard of life! 
Nearly all of our controversies and 
combats arise from the fact that we 
are trying to get something from each 
other. There will be peace when oui 
aim is to do something for each other 
Our enmities and animosities arise 
from our efforts to get as much as 
possible out of the world. There will 
be peace when our endeavor is to put 
as much as possible into the world 
Society will take an immeasurable step 
toward peace when it estimates a citi- 
zen by his output rather than by his 
income and gives the crown of its ap- 
proval to the one who makes the lar- 
gest contribution to the welfare of all. 


Christ has also led tho way to peace 


by giving us a formula for the propa- 
gation of good. Not all of those who 
have really desired to do good have 
employed the Christian method—not 
all Christians even. In all the history 
of the human race but two methods 
have been employed. 


The first is the forcible method 


The other is the Bible plan—be not 
overcome of evil, but overcome e \ i " 
with good. And there is no other way 
of overcoming evil. I am not much of 
a farmer. I get more credit for my 
farming than I deserve, and my little 
farm receives more advertising than i! 
is entitled to. Rut I am farmer cnongii 
to know that if I cut down weeds t l u . 
will spring tip again, and I know tl'.it 
if I plant something there which has 
more vitality than the weeds I shall 
not only get rid of the constant tut- 
ting, but havo the benefit of the cro;> 
besides. 


In order thut there might be no mis- 


take about his plan of propagatin-- 
good Christ went into detail and lair, 
emphasis upon the value of example-- 
'So" live that others seeing your goo! 
works may be constrained to glorify 
your Father which is in heaven." 
There is no human influence so potent 
for good as that which goes out from 
an upright life. 


The World's Only Hope. 


It may be a slow process, this co;i 
•crsion of the world by the silent m;lu 
ence of a noble example, but it is the 
jnly sure one, and the doctrine applie^ 
:o nations as well as to individuals 
Tho gospel of the Prince of Peace gives 
us the only hope that the world h;r- 
and it is an increasing hope, of the 
ubstilution of reason for the arbitra- 
ment of force in the settlement of in- 
ernational disputes. 
But Christ has given us :i platform 


more fundamental than any political 
?arty, more farreaching and 
moiv 


-omprehensive than any platform ever 


written by the conveimon oi any party 
in any country. 
When he < oiiiviixed 


into one commandment those of tlie 
ten which relate of man's duty tcwiird 
his fellows and enjoined upon us the 
rule "Thou shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself" he presented a plan for the 
solution of all the problems that now 
vex society or may hereafter :irise. 
Other remedies may palliate or post- 
pone the day of settlement, but this is 
all sufficient, and the reconciliation 
which it effects is a permanent one. 


If I were to attempt to apply this 


thought to various questions which are 
at issue, I might be accused of enter- 
ing the domain of partisan politics, 
but I may safely apply it to two great 
problems. 
First let us consider the 


question of capital and labor. This is 
not a transient issue or a local oue. 
It engages the attention of the people 
of all countries and has appeared in 
every age. 
The Immediate need in 


this country is arbitration, for neither 
side to the controversy can be trusted 
to deal with absolute justice if allowed 
undisputed control. But arbitration. like 
a court, is a last resort. It would I.e 
better If the relations between em- 
ployer and employee were such as ro 
make arbitration unnecessary. Just i;» 
proportion as men recognize their kin- 
ship to each other and deal with en'-h 
other in tho spirit of brotherhood wi'l 
friendship and harmony he secured. 
Both employer and employee need to 
cultivate the spirit which follows froi:s 
obedience to the great commandment. 


Ethics of Money Making. 


The second problem to which"! would 


apply this platform of peace is that 
which relates to the accumulation o[ 
wealth. We cannot much longer delay 
consideration of the ethics of money 
making. That many of the enormous 
fortunes which have been accumulated 
in the last quarter of a century are 
now held by men who have given to 
society no ndequate service in return 
for the money secured is now general- 
ly recognized. 
While legislation can 


and should protect the public from 
predatory wealth, a more effective rem- 
edy will be found in the cultivation of 
a public opinion which will substitute 
a higher ideal than the one which tol- 
erates the enjoyment of unearned 
gains. No man who really knows what 
brotherly love is will desire to take 
advantage of his neighbor, and the 
conscience when not seared will ad- 
monish against injustice. My faith in 
the future rests upon the belief that 
Christ's 
teachings are being 
mote 


studied today than ever before anil 
that with this larger study will come 
an application of those teachings to 
the everyday life of the world. 
In 


former times men read that Christ 
came to bring life and immortality to 
light and placed the emphasis upm 
immortality; now they are study!n" 
Christ's relation to human life. In for- 
mer years many thought to prep-"* 
themselves for future bliss by • '" • 
of seclusion here; now they are 1 • 
ing that they cannot follow in the f<>- '- 
steps of the Master unless they 
—•> 


about doing good. Christ declared that 
he came that we might have life, and 
have it more abundantly. The world 
is learning that Christ came not to 
narrow life, but to enlarge it. 


But this Prince of Peace promise* 


not only peace, but strength. 
Some 


have thought his teachings fit only for 
tho weak and the timid and unsuited 
to men of vigoj, energy and ambition 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Only the man of faith can be 
courageous. 
Confident that be fights 


on the side of Jehovah, he doubts not 
the success of his cause. What mat- 
ters it whether he shares in the shouts 
of triumph? If every word spoken in 
behalf of truth has its influence and 
every deed done for the right weigh 4 
in the final account, it is immaterial t<; 
the Christian whether his eyes behold 
victory or whether he dies in the midn 
of the conflict. 


Only those who believe attempt the 


seemingly impossible and by attempt- 
ing prove that one with God can chase 
a thousand and two can put ten thou- 
sand to (light. I can imagine that the 
early Christians who were carried into 
the arena to make a spectacle for 
those more savage than the beasts 
were entreated by their doubting com- 
panions not to endanger their lives 
But, kneeling in the center of the are 
na, they prayed and sang until the, 
were devoured. 
How helpless they 


seemed, and, measured by every hu- 
man rule, how hopeless was their 
cause! And yet within a few doc.'icle-- 
the power "which they invoked proved 
mightier than the legions of the em- 
peror, and the faith in which they 
died was triumphant o'er all that laud. 
It is said that those who went to mock 
at their sufferings 
returned asking 


theiusehes, "What is it that can enter 
into the heart of man and make him 
die as these die?" They -were greater 
conquerors in their death than, they 
could have beea had they purchased, 
life by a surrender of their faith. 


What would have been the fate OL 


the church it tho early Christians had 
had as little faith as many of our 
Christians now have? 
And, on the 


other hand, if the Christians of today 
had tho faith of the martyrs, how long 
would it be before the fulfillment of 
the prophecy that every kneo shall 
bow :iud every tongue confess? 


Our faith should be even stronger 


than the faith of those who lived 2,000 
years ago. for we see our religion 
spreading and supplanting the philoso- 
phies and creeds of the orient. 


As the Christian grows older he ap- 


preciates more and more the complete- 
ness with which Christ fills the re- 
quirements of the heart, and, grateful 
for the peace which he enjoys and for 
the strength vthich lie has received, 
he repents tho words of the great 
scholar, Sir William Jones; 
Before thy mystic altar, heavenly truth, 
I kneel in manhood as I knelt In youth. 
Thus let me kneel till this dull form de- 
cay 


'And life's last shade be brightened by thy 
ray.
